2. That we fully agree with the first resolution of the 
Glasgow agency, which was inserted in No. 9 of the 
‘* Examiner,” but disagree with them as regards the 
halfpenny levy. 

3. That we perfectly agree with the resolutions of 
Executive as published in No. 9 of the ‘‘ Examiner.” 

In conclusion, we beg te state, that if the rest of the 
agencies would ‘only do as we have done, according to 
their numbers, there would not be so many bad 
letters from the land. We have two members gone out 
this summer, and it’ shall not be our fault if they should 
want.

TURNERS. 


Fellow-workmén,—Occasionally when my hands are 
ewployed at my daily work, my mind is ruminating 
upon what I have read and also what is going on in the 
world, and particularly in the vicinity of the Potteries, 
iu which I am located, consequently most interested. 
The following epistle is produced from having read two 
letters which appeared in the ‘ Potters’ Examiner” 
and also in the ‘*‘ Working Man’s Journal ;” unques- 
tionably the production of Turners’ connected with the 
Surplus Labour Fund; one urging the necessity of 
every Turner becoming more firmly united and co- 
operating together,—the other, showing the good that 
has already resulted from the contributions of those 
who have been united for the removal of our surplus 
hands. The position occupied by the working classes 
is a pitiful one, deserving commiseration. They are 
compelled to unite together for the obtainment of a 
scanty supply of the necessaries of life. How lamenta- 
ble is the fact that the producers of all wealth are driven 
to the necessity of setting themselves in battle array 
against the unprincipled portion of manufacturers, who 
simply, through more fortunate circumstances, hold 
their present position in society. Surely such employ- 
ers oughtto consider themselves sufficiently compensated 
in being so fortunate as to hold their present dignified 
situations, thereby occupying stately mansions, with 
cellars, larders, and cupboards, well stored with all the 
luxuries and dainties the earth produces ; anon, da- 
about the country in their splendid carria: 
knowing what to eat or drink that wi! 
their vitiated appetites ; and thus ‘ 
after year, as though it was *! 
should be so. But ah! ’tis on 
the reckoning day will com

be admitted that the human family are, without excep- 
tion, the sons and daughters of one common parent, all 
of one flesh and blood; why then, we ask, ought the 
workman to be toiling, struggling, and sweating fourteen 
or sixteen hours per day, six days out of seven (when 
their isa demand for labour), and who, with all this, 
cannot procure a sufficiency of the common necessaries 
of life for himself and family, but are obliged to drag 
out a miserable existence; and for a man under such 
circumstances to be insulted, taunted, sneered at, and 
ordered aside as a thing unfit for the eye ofa lordling 
to look upon is too much for human nature to bear. 
Do not consider the picture over-drawn, for in too many 
instances, 1 am sorry to say, it is tootrue. I grant 
there are honourable exceptions, andhope there wiil 
soon be a great accession to the present number. It 
is not the magnanimous portion of the manufacturers 
that I refer to in this epistle more that to hold them 
up as examples, and to such we say God give health, 
long to enjoy their wealth, but to the unprincipled op- 
pressers, who grind the face of the poor; whose wealth 
is rung from the sinews and blood of their half-famished 
workmen; to these we say again—the reckoning day 
will come. I believe, in general, the working potters 
pay due defference to their employers, and I see no just 
reason why employers should deny to their workmen 
either due respect or a fair remunerating price for their 
labour, as there would be no difficulty in proving that 
in point of intellect, talent, and moral worth, the werk- 
classes are not inferior. Why then such a fastuous 
distance to be observed? Oh this pride of heart, which 
begets a spirit of tyranny—the parent of cursed oppres- 
sion-—the greatest enemy to human happiness; would 
to God that the demon was scouted from the earth, and 
that all men would practise tbe divine injunetion, viz. 
** Do unto others as they would others should do unto 
them.” This principle, if acted upon, would engender 
that affection and sympathy which is so essential to 
the comfort and happiness of the human race; it would 
enkindle a reciprocity of feeling between employers and 
employed, and their interests would become blended in 
one. I was in hopes that the chamber of commerce or 
board of trade, which commenced a short time ago, and 
which I supposed would appoint an Executive to meet 
alike number as an Executive from the workman’s 
board; I say I was in hopes that the labours of the 
joint-Executive would not be confined merely to the 
regulating of prices, but that they would be extended to 
the settlement of disputes between manufacturers and 
workmen. I feel persuaded that if such a plan was 
adopted and fully carried out, it would supersede the 
necessity of turnouts, which are both unpleasant and 
injurious. It gives me satisfaction to know, that some 
of the branches (the Turners include?), approve of the 
suggestions issued in a posting bill, signed ‘‘ A Trades- 
man,” and I have no doubt but all branches would will- 
ingly submit both prices and disputes to such a board 
of arbitrators, and which, I trust, on the part of manu- 
facturers, will be carried into operation; if not, I am 
satisfied they will only have themselves to blame; but 
should ‘a Tradesman’s” suggestions be set at nought, 
we shall then have no alternative but to battle on as we 
have been wont to do on former occasions. 

Fellow Turners, to your duty — to aman attend to your 
Lodges—the price lists are now ready and mostly de- 
livered, and so reasonable are the demands made by the 
Branch of Turners, that none but the unprincipled 
Manufacturers will make an objection. But again, I 
repeat—attend to your lodges, where you wiil be pro- 
perly disciplined to weild the moral lever of co-operative 
union for the restoration and maintainance of prices 
approximating tosometbing likearemunerating price for 

r labour. And who, but the parties having endured 

ing and privation during a long depression of 

ive a reasonable right to be partakers of the 

ver atteudant on a brisk demand for the 

Should it be asked—can the ob- 
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ject be accomplished? I answer, the way lies open 
before us if we will only move in it; i. e. never engage 
for another year unless you have the list of prices drawn 
up by your Executive. It only requires that we should 
act manfully together and the work is done; indeed 
the majority of the manufacturers in the Stoke, Hanley, 
Burslem, and Tunstall districts, have been giving the 
price, and in many instances more; but there are 
others who have been giving considerably less, and 
have also had the meanness to resort to the abominable 
allowance system in addition. Here I have reference 
to the have-been, and stil! would-be, spoil-trades of 
Longton and its vicinity, of whom we could a tale un- 
fold, but our better feelings whisper—spare the rod a 
little longer. Men of Longton and its vicinity, act 
upon the advice named above, which says—the list, the 
whole list, and nothing but the list. Your Executive, 
with the Turners’ Branch at their back, are prepared to 
give you the needed assistance ; it therefore remains with 
you to will it, and the allowance system shall vanish 
like a vapour, the price lists be obtained, and the 
would-continue spoil-trade manufacturers of Longton, 
&c, be compelled to adopt an honourable competition 
with the more honourable employers, who do not resort 
to the degrading allowance system, but who are ever 
ready to give a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s work. 
An equality of price for the same quantity of work 
ought to be given throughout the trade as a guarantee 
for our more honourable employers; then, and not till 
then, will our work be completed, and this might be 
easily accomplished by a Joint Executive being formed, 
composed of manufacturers and workmen. In con- 
clusion, I beg to say, my opinion is, that ofall men, the 
working man has a full right to enjoy the good things 
of this life; and that those who either deny or prevent 
him from possessing them, are the cruel, wicked pre- 
verters cf the designs of the wise and benevolent ar- 
rangements of a beneficent God.

CALIFORNIA. 


By the arrival of the steamers “ Philadelphia” and 
** Crescent City,” at New York, we have intelligence 
from San Francisco to the 17th of July. The amount 
of gold treasure brought to that city as remittances is 
about one million of dollars, and this is only the half 
monthly shipment from California. The news by these 
steamers is very important in one point of view It 
confirms the accounts of the auriferous wealth of that 
country, to an extent beyond the “‘ dreams of avarice.” 
The tendency of public opinion has lately been, that the 
gold had been nearly all extracted, and that what re- 
mained was to be had only at an outlay ef capital and 
labour quite equal to the return to be obtained in gold. 
But this is not so. New mines have been discovered, 
even in places which have been passed over without 
notice by thousands of emigrants, and the largest lumps 
of gold yet found have been dug out of holes that were 
supposed long ago to have yielded all their treasure. 
Tributary streams to the Yuba and Feather Rivers 
have been explored with great success, and the gorges 
that reach up to and penetrate the Sierra Nevada are 
ascertained to be the mere sewers of rich veins, found 
to be continuous as they are profitable, even to the 
mountain top. The present conviction of the public 
mind is that as yet we have only had the debris of the 
gold region, and that as the ground is turned up to a 
greater depth, the law of gravity prevailing, where the 
mines are subjected to the frequent agitation of the 
floods, the richest deposits are yet to be found. And 
I see no objection to this theory. Certainly where the 
alluival or the sand has for centuries been acted upon by 
floods, I can well believe that the heavier pieces of gold 





mere spangles have remained there. This is the only 
way which I can account for the enormously large 
specimens which are now found in California. It is 
thought that the amount taken this year from the mines 
will be greater than ever, and far beyond the calcula- 
tions of the public. Private letters from gentlemen in 
California, whose judgment is to be relied upon, inform 
us that the yield this year will astonish the world. The 
general news is of the usual tenour. It appears not 
quite certain that Oregon contains the amount of gold 
which rumour by the last steamer gave her. We shall 
probably know by the next arrival. And here, lest I 
forget it, let me say that at a scientific convention now 
sitting at New Haven, one of our most learned geolo- 
gists asserted that there was running through the whole 
territory of the United States, to the Gulf of Mexico, an 
auriferous chain of high lands from which gold was to 
be obtained. When the learned professor points out 
the line, we shall in all probabilites abandon our present 
pursuits in life for the washing cradle or the tin pan. 

The story of the gold lake is proved to be false, and 
those who went there to pick up five hundred dollars a 
day, have returned penniless, and crest fallen. 





MIGRATION OF HERRINGS. 


The great rendezvous of the herring is within the 
Arctic circle, and there they spend many months of the 
year. Inthe spring this mighty army begins to put 
itself in motion. We distinguish the united shoals by 
that name, because the word herring comes from the 
German heer, ‘an army,” and expresses their number. 
They begin to appear off the Shetland Isles in April 
and May. These are only the forerunners of the great 
shoal which comes in June; and their appearance is 
marked by the number of birds, gannet and other sea- 
fowl, which come to prey upon them. When the main 
body appears, its breadth and depth, are such as to alter 
the appearance of the ocean. It is divided into dis- 
tinct columns of five or six miles in length, and three 
or four in breadth ; and they drive the water before them 
with akind of rippling. Sometimes they sink for the 
space of ten or fifteen minutes, and then rise to the 
surface, and in fine weather reflect a variety of splendid 
colours, like a field of the most precious gems ; in which 
light this gift of Providence ought to be viewed. The 
first check that this great army meets with in its jour- 
ney south is from the Shetland Isles, which divide into 
two parts. One of the wings takes to the eastern 
shores of Great Britain, filling every bay and creek 
with their numbers ; some pass towards Yarmouth, the 
great and ancient mart of herrings; then pass through 
the British Channel, and after that disappear. The 
other wing, which takes a westerly direction, after 
presenting themselves at the Hebrides, where the 
great stationary fishery is, proceed to the north of Ire- 
land, where they meet with a second interruption, and 
are obliged to divide again. One party takes the west 
of Ireland, and is soon imperceptible in the immensity 
of the Atlantic; but the shoal passing into the Irish 
Sea feeds the inhabitants of its coast. These last are 
often capricious in their motions, and do not, like the 
grand body, show an invariable attachment to their old 
haunts, The object which induces yearly migration is 
the spawning or depositing of their eggs. Herrings, 
are found in vast shoals on the coast of America, as low 
down as Carolina. Chesapeake-Bay is inundated with 
them. We find them also in Kamtschatka, and they 
probably visit Japan. The Dutch are passionately fond 
of pickled herrings, and the first boat that arrives is 
entitled to a prize. The herring dies as soon as it is 
taken out of the water: hence the proverb, “As dead 
as a herring.” The Dutch call a merry-andrew 
‘pickle herring ;”” and from this, also, we borrow some

Under these con- 
victions and every day becoming more anxious to secure 
a complete triumph (thankful for what you have already 
done), we again solicit a continuance, and as far as 
can be, an improvement in the help we have received 
from our friends in the Potteries.

AN AFRICAN SCENE. 


The ground was in many places literally covered 
with flowers; the bushes were adorned with bloom or 
seed, and the large trees were laden with a variety of 
beautiful blossoms, or bore abnndance of fruit. One of 
these was particularly striking to the eye of a stranger ; 
for it was covered with fruit the size of a gourd, which 
the inhabitants convert into drinking-vessels. I invo- 
luntarily called to mind the fable of the man, who, while 
sleeping under an oak-tree, was awakened by an 
acorn falling on his nose, and congratulating himself 
on the wisdom of nature in not suffering so lofty a tree 
to bear gourds, a notion which consoled him for the 
pain that he suffered. Nature, however, has not fol- 
lowed out his notion of wisdom in Africa. Large flights 
of brilliant humming-birds, being roused by the noise 
which we made in passing, issued from their retreats 
which they had sought during the heat of the day ; and 
a singular effect was produced by the incredible num 
ber of the artificial nests of the weaver-bird, suspended 
from the ends of the tamarinds. Various trees were 
mantled to the very summits by parasites, and richly- 
coloured butterflies fluttering amid these beautiful 
flowers. There was not a spot of bare earth to be seen : 
wherever the ground was not clad with more beautiful 
plants, it was covered with grasses rising to the height 
ofa man. This paradise seemed an impress of the 
peace of nature, and imparted to me a pleasure I had 
never felt before; and I could scarcely overcome the 
desire of making a longer stay in this lovely spot. My 
eye roved from one beauty to another, and revelled in 
silent delight on the exquisite charmes which were 
spread before me with mute rapture, The stillness 
which pervades the whole, the breathless silence of all 
nature, cannot be conceived, and has in it something 
upernatural, which fills the soul with awe, It wasa 
elief to hear the clear notes ofthe turtle-dove; and the 
unharmonious twittering of other birds fell like music 
in my ear. The exquisite song of our northern night- 
ingale would be an enjoyment too great to be borne 
amid scenes like these.—Tam's Visit to South-Western

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of the 10th of January, without any weapon but his 
tomahawk and hunting-knife ; and while passing along, 
he heard a crackling among the boughs above his head. 
On looking up he perceived the animal just in the act 
of springing from a large hemlock directly at him. 
He started backwards a couple of steps, and drew his 
axe, The panther, foiled in her spring, bonnded swift- 
ly at her foe, who struck her a severe blow in the 
shoulder, which, however, did not prevent her seizing 
him by the left knee with her teeth, while with her claws 
she lacerated horribly her victim’s thigh and leg. The 
Indian repeated the blows, with effect, on different 
parts of the beast’s body, until she relinquished her hold 
of her knee and seized him by the left shoulder, when 
the tomahawk became useless, and both rolled on the 
ground together. The Indian now began to get weak 
from the great loss of blood; and although the severe 
wounds he had inflicted with his tomahawk on his foe, 
tended, in a great degree, to relax the ferocity of her 
attack, yet she was fast overcoming him, and he saw 
no prospect but death before him, In the struggle his 
hand came in contact with the handle of the knife, 
which he instinctively drew forth, and struck at random 
against the panther. After the second stroke he felt 
the claws of the savage beast relaxing, when he sunk 
into a state of insensibility, from which he soon recov- 
ered, the cold and snow having stanched the flow of 
blood from the wounds he had received in the conflict. 
He found the panther lying dead beside him, with her 
head nearly severed from the body; the last plunge of 
the knife having completely cut through both jugular 
veins. The Indian with great difficulty reached his 
wigwam; when his companions, directed by him, went 
to the scene of blood, and found the animal to be one 
of the largest kind, and of a species very rare in this 
part of the world.— Ottawa Advocate.
